LARGE HOG HOUSE. 


Provides For Maximum of Sunlight 
and Exclusion of Drafts. 

The Illinois experiment station gives 
the following description of a large 
hog house .which Is in’ successful: op- 
eration: ; 

Sanitation.—In- order to be sanitary 

a hog house should -admit the direct. 
rays of the syn-to the. floor of all the 
pens and exclude cold drafts-in:-win- 
ter, be dry, free from dust, well ven- 
tilated and exclude.the hot sun during 
the summer. 

Fig...1. shows:a‘hog house bullt swith 
this purpose In view.’ The building as 
a whole. is thirty feet wide, with an

eight foot alley running lengthwise’ 
east and west with the windows on 
the south side. The important factor 
to consider In this connection is the 
height of the windows represented at 
B and P in connection with the width 
and: manner of construction of the 
building. The window BH Is so placed 
that.at noon of the shortest day- of the 
year the ray. of Might which passes 
through the upper. part’ will fall upon: 
the floor on the south side pen on the 
opposite side from the window. ‘This 
allows the total amount of light com-* 
ing through the window ‘at this season 
of the. year.and this time ofthe day. 
to fall upon the floor within the pen.:

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LARGE HOG HOUSE. 


Provides For Maximum of sunlight 
and Exclusion of Drafts. 

The Illinois experiment station. gives 
the following description ‘of a large 
hog house -which _Is- in’ successful: op- 
eration: 

Sanitation—In_ order to be sanitary 
a hog house should -admit: the direct. 
rays of the syn-to the floor of all the 
pens and exclude cold drafts- in: win- 
ter, be dry, free from dust, well ven- 
tilated and exclude.the hot sun during 
the summer. 

Fig. 1 shows:a ‘hog house built with 
this purpose in view.’ The building as 
a whole-!s thirty feet wide, with an

eight foot alley running lengthwise’ 
east and west with the windows on 
the south side. The important factor 
to consider In this connection is’ the 
height of the windows represented at 
B and D in connection with the width 
and: manner of construction of the 
building. The window B is so placed 
that:at noon of the shortest day- of the 
year the ray of light which passes 
through the upper. part’ will fall upon: 
the floor on the south side pen on the 
opposite side from the window. This 
allows the total amount of light com- 
ing through the window’‘at this season 
of the year and this time of: the day. 
to fall upon the floor within the pen.:

MILK A PERFECT FOOD. 
Céntaing Flesh Formere and Heat Mak- 
ers In Proper Proportions—Val- 


ancey E, Fuller's Ideas. 


While “man ecunnor live by bread 
alone,” bread in this connection mean- 
ing food. neither can he Hve without 
food, but his development and health 
depend not on the quantity he eats, but © 
on the portion of that quantity which 
he digests. He must digest what wil! 
build up the tissues of the body, give 
animal heat and also muscular power. 
These foods which wlil do the first of-! 
fice are called flesh formers, and those 
which furnish heat and power are call- ; 
ed heat makers. All foods contain one 
of the three requisites, and sometimes 
all, in varying proportions, says Valan- 
cey E. Fuller, lecturer on sanitary milk, 
New Ycerk State Farmers’ Institute. 

The only complete and perfect food 
is milk. In it are flesh formers and 
heat makers in the right proportions 
properly baianced, The same can be 
sald of no other food. Those who have 
lived on farms know that pasture is a 
perfect food for cattle, and that if any 
other food is given them in Its place it 
must be balanced by other foods. Milk 
is like pasture. It Is a perfectly bal- 
anced ration In itself, and there is n9 
necessity of partaking of any other 
food unless we desire it. This accounts 
for the fact that we can Nve and do a 
hard day’s work on milk alone, for 
milk contains all of the nutritive ingre- 
dients needed for food and is thorough- 
ly and easily digested. The longevitv 
of the Hungarian mountaineers, who 
live on milk and whey. is well known. 

A quart of good milk contains as 
much digestive nutrients as are con- 
tained In one pound of beef chuck. 
one pound of fowl, one pound of veal 
shoulder, one-half pound of beef loin, 
one half pound of beef ribs, one half 
pound of mutton leg, nine ounces of 
veal cutlets, nine ounces of veal loin, 
two pounds of codfish, two pounds five 
ounces of solld oysters, two pounds five 
ounces of bluefish or one pound five 
ounces of potatoes, 


Why Metals Float. 

It is a remarkable fact that If a small 
rod of jiron—a straight piece of wire, for 
instance—Is greased, it can be made to 
float on water. The grease apparently 
prevents the breaking of the surface 
of the water, and the fron Hes cradled 
in a slight depression or trough. 

Recently one of the United Stutes 
Government scientists at Washington, 
experimenting with rods and rings cf 
iron, tin, copper, brass, platinum, alum- 
influm, German silver, ete, found that 
all metals, even the densest, will float 
on water when thelr surfaces are chem- 
lexliy clean. A perfectly. clean plece 
of copper or plathnum wire, for ex- 
ample, forms a trough for itself on the 
surface of the water, just as If it was 
greased. The same Is true of a smal! 
rod of glass. : 

The ofticlal in question belleves the 
floating is due to a film of air con- 
densed on the surface of the glass ur 
metal, becnuse if the rod is heated tu 
redness and as soon as It cools Is plac- 
ed -on water it will sink, but If it is 
exposed to the alr for a short tlme It; 
Will float. .

STRENGTH OF THE TIGER. 
How This Fierce Brute Kills and Car 


rics Off its Prey. 


I have taken considerable trouble 
to find out how tigers kill large game, 
writes an assiztaur comptreiler of for- 
ests at Perah. Sume time ago J was 
asked to come and see a full grown 
bullock that had been killed by a tiger, 
On examining it I found the aniimel 
had its neck broken, and there were 
claw marks on the nose und shoulder 
and nowhere else. There was no doubt 
that the tiger had jumped at the vu!) 
and landed on the shoulder, and when 
the bull turned his bead to gore the 
tiger he must have put his claw out 
and with a sudden jerk broken the 
neck, 

On another occasion I went to see 
@ young buffalo which had been killed 
by a tiger and found the same thing 
bad happened. There were similar 
marks on the nose and also on the 
aear shoulder, which clearly indicated 
that this animal had been kfl!ed in the 
bame way. Malays who have actually 
seen a tiger killing a buffalo told me 
they saw the same thing happen; also 
that in dragging off a heavy carcass, 
such as buffalo or bull, he gets most of 
the weight acress his shoulder. 

This must be fairly correct, :s I have 
often followed a kill, and the marks 
left indicated that only a portion of- 
the animal was trailing along. the 
ground. I have known a full grown bull 
which ten men would not move drag- 
ged two miles by a tiger in a heavy 
jungle, where roots of trees and 
swamp had to be gone through. In no 
case have I seen the pug marks facing 
the wrong way except when stopping 
to feed, which proves he must carry 
a portion of the animal over his shoul- 


er. 

The old {iden of a tiger killing large 
game by a blow from his paw I!s nom 
sense. Besides, in this country a tiger 
never faces his prey, but attacks him 
on the flank, unless charged. Another 
curious fact that may seem very like 
o fairy tale is that a tiger does not 
seem to mind a small] lamb being tied 
over a kill about ten feet high, but will 
come and feed. I have known three oc- 
casions:when this has been tried, and 
each time a tiger has come to feed 
upon the carcass.—London Field. 


Copper Kills Noxious Germs. 

Copper is a marvelous preventive of 
disease. If we returned to the old 
copper drinking vessels of our fore- 
fathers, typhojd epidemics would dl 
appear, writes a filtration expert. 

Examine a copper cent under 
microscope and you will find it alto- 
gether free from disease germs. Ex- 
‘amine gold and silver colns and you 
will find them one wriggling and con- 
torting’ germ mass. Yet copper coins 
pass through dirtier hands than gold 
and silver ones. You'd think they'd 
be alive with micro organisms, But no. 
Copper kills germs. Diphtheria and 
_cholera cultures smeared on a copper 
Gent dle In less than two hours. 

The workers in the Revere copper 
works during the last epidemic of chol- 
era in Massachusetts were Immune, 
though friends and relatives fell on all 
sides of them. Why were they im- 


mune? The copper, with its strange 
power over disease germs. protected 
them. 


Water alive with cholera and typhoid 
germs has been placed for an experi- 
ment in copper vessels, and after stand- 
ing seven hours this water has been 
found safe to drink—every germ dead. 

We should return to copper drinking 
vessels. Furthermore, canteens for the 
use of soldiers and sailors in the trop- 
ics, where cholera abounds, should be 
lined with copper, and thus many a 
young man’s life would be saved. 

Copper in the form of copper su!- 
phate will kill off typhoid germs in res- 
ervoirs and great bodies of water. It 
has frequently done so without harm- 
ing the drinking qualities of the water 
in any way. . 


Was Paid $1,000 a Word. 

At the Franklin Inn, a Hterary club 
of Philadelphia, a young poet, licking 
his lips, sald that Conan Doyle was 
paid $1 a word. 

“That is nothing,” said a railroad ad- 
vertising man. “I know of a _ case 
where a man was paid $1,000 a word. 
Our line used to have at its grade 
crossings a very long and complicated 
sign that began, ‘Beware of the Engine 
and Cars,’ and then this sign went on 
with a lot of injunctions and warnings 
that would have taken five minutes to 
read.

Wood Coloring. 

A considerable industry has recently 
been developed in Sweden on the basis 
of an invention made by Joseph Phis- 
ter, an Austrian, whereby coloring 
matter is forced into fresh cut wood. 
It takes the place of the sap and gives 
to the wood a brilliant color, which 
does not fade after the wood has be- 
come seasoned. Birch, beech, alder, 
maple, elm and basswood are the vari- 
eties most successfully treated. ‘The 
dye can be forced through lengths of 
wood as great as thirteen feet. When 
seasoned and polished the colored woo 
presents a beautiful appearance and Is 
used for making furniture and also for 
the fittings of ships and street cars.

He 
died in 1764, A. large, plece ‘of meer- 
schaum was brought to Pesth by 
Count Andrassy in 1723, - It had been

fetched {t hame because, as a. piece 
of white clay of extraordinarily Nght 
speciiie gravity, it pleased him. 

Kavol Kowates was noted in Pesth 
for his skill. {n carving, and ‘Count 
Andrassy took his chunk of light white 
clay to hin, and sald: 

“Make, fellow* pomeey pretty out 
of this,” 

The ingenious Ixavol, a great smok- 
er, thought that the porousness of the 
white clay adapted it well for pipes, 
and accordingly he made two from it, 
ane for himself and one for Count 
Andrassy. 

The pipes were charming, and they 
The fame of them 
spread. In course of time meerschaum 
mining and_meerschaum pipe making 
became two'of the recognized Indus- 
' tries of the world. 

The original-Kavol Kowates pipe, the 
world’s first meerschaum, is still pre- 
served in the Petth museum.

It was the dry season on the veldt,

kraal was to be seen or a habitation,
